seas th a t on it h angs th e fate of 
a w ar-torn world. 
Th e w arning w as issued by Vis­ 
count H alifax , 
B ritish am bassa­ 
dor to th e U nited S tates, in an ad­ 
dress last nigh t in th is Illinois 
city so closely identified w ith th e 
career of th e g re a t em ancipator, 
Lord H alifax , sch eduled to lay 
a w reath today on Lincoln’s tom b 
h ere in th e nam e of K ing George 
VI, praised th e Civ iJ W ar presi­ 
dent’s preserv ation of th e union. 
He declared Lincoln would h av e 
rejoiced to see th e tw o g rea t E ng­ 
lish -speaking nations of th e globe 
allied in th e present conflict and 
added:

plainly on his face. He had been 
a poor m an, alm ost a beggar, w ith 
only a threadbare suit to his back 
and hunger in his stom ach. The 
rich and titled who sw ept up to 
the entrance of the Im perial Hotel 
here and w alked over the red 
carpet into its dazzling interior 
had on 
wonderful 
uniform s or 
evening clothes, escorting on their 
arm s women w ith flashing jewels 
and erm ine robes. 
Stared at Red Carpet 
He. the m ighty Fuehrer of G er­ 
m any and new m aster of A ustria, 
rem em bered all of th a t as he stood 
on the sidewalk before the Im ­ 
perial Hotel on th at m em orable 
day. Ho stared for a m om ent a t 
the red carpet, as if in a trance, 
w ith a vacant smile fleeing over 
his lips. 
Then, as the heils around him 
burst forth into clamorous shout­ 
ing, he seemed to catch himself 
and recall that he w as standing 
in the public eye on the m ain ave­ 
nue of Vienna. He lifted his right 
hand in Nazi salute and walked 
slowly over the red carpet into the 
Im perial Hotel. It was the first 
tim e in his life th a t he set foot 
into the lobby of faded glory, but 
for him it w as a personal triumph 
beyond all im agine’ion. 
I had been seat to Vienna to 
cover the gory and to get our local 
correspondent there out of jail. It 
took some days and a lot of elbow- 
rubbing w ith key men around H it­ 
ler to get him out and across the 
border to Italy. B ut it provided me 
an opportunity also 
to 
keep a 
finger 
on 
H itler’* activity, and 
from talks w ith several of those 
alw ays around him I pieced to ­ 
g ether his first night in Vienna. 
He took over the loyal suite, a 
high-ceilinged affair of three m ain 
room s done up in m uch red d rap ­ 
ery and fu rn itu re of w hite and 
gold. The bathroom w as m odern­ 
ized. but not much else. The Im ­ 
perial Hotel definitely had been 
roasting along on its reputation 
and made no attem p t to rival the 
up-to-date 
Britaol 
and 
Urand 
across the way. 
Recalled E arly Vienna Day* 
B ut H itler had his reason for 
com ing to the Im perial and th a t 
night he gathered a sm all circle 
of Intim ates around him and ta lk ­ 
ed to them < f V ienna and his 
days there until th e sm all hours. 
H e had Schaub. the personal ad ­ 
ju ta n t, pull the glossy boots off 
his feet and occasionally bring 
him a glass of w arm m ilk. Then 
he reclined in loose com fort on 
the sofa and delved into rem i­ 
niscences, w axing excited enough 
to sit up stra ig h t and rum ple his 
h air when telling of som e of the 
hard tim es he saw in th a t city. 
“Even as a boy I knew inside 
m e th a t I could never reconcile 
m yself for very long in a sm all 
A ustrian village like B rar.au,” he 
told th e listeners around him, who 
w ere 
served 
all 
the 
food 
and 
drinks they w anted but did not 
sm oke. 
“M y fath e r w anted me to enter 
governm ent service but even in 
those days I had a horror of the 
beamte* who c a u le s his letters 
from house to house day by day 
o r who sits for a fixed num ber 
of hours behind a desk and fills 
o u t th e sam e papers until he can 
retire on pension. I left home when 
I w as seventeen years old to es­ 
cape th is fearful ' alure and cam e 
to Vienna to create m y own life.'* 
R ecounted P ast 
Struggles 
H itler, as I recall being told by 
those who w ere present th a t night,

then recounted some of the strug- 
j gle for existence he w ent through 
i during th e next fourteen years, a 
I period which covered 
his 
four 
I y ears in the F landers trenches. 
B ut in the royal suite he dwelled 
chiefly on his days in Vienna. 
He told them : 
“In the old days the Viennese 
used to have a sentim ental way 
of saying: And when I die, I w ant 
to go to Heaven and have a little 
hole am ong the sta rs to sec m y 
■ Vienna, m y fair Vienna. I didn’t 
j feel very m uch th a t way. 
The 
H apsburgs and the spendthrifts 
m ay have looked a t Vienna as a 
playground and paradise, but to 
| m e it w as a city going to decay 
in its own grandeur. Only the Jew s 
m ade money, and only those w ith 
Jew ish friends or those willing to 
do the w ork for Jew s made a de­ 
cent living. I, and a lot of others 
like me. practically starved and 
som e w-ent begging. 
“I used to w alk past the Im ­ 
perial H otel of nights when there 
w as nothing else 
to 
do 
and I 
h adn’t even enough money to buy 
a book. I’d w atch the autom obiles 
■ and the coaches drive up to the 
■ entrance and be received w ith a 
deep bow by the w hite-m oustached 
i p o rter 
out in 
front, who never 
J talked to me if I cam e near him. 
I I could see th e g u tterin g lights 
' and chandeliers in the lobby but 
I knew it was im possible for me 
to set foot inside. One night, a fte r 
a bad blizzard w hich piled up sev- 
J eral feet of snow’, I had a chance 
! to m ake some m oney for food by 
I shovelling snow. Ironically enough, 
the five or six of us in my group 
w ere sent to clean the street and 
sidew alk in front of the Im perial 
Hotel. 
Gala Hapsburg Party 
'T h a t w as th e night the H aps- 
b u ig s were e n tertain in g —old Josef 
! w as still alive b u t he didn’t ap- 
1 pear. I saw K art and Zita step 
! out of their im perial coach and 
grandly w alk into this hotel over 
I the red carpet. We poor devils 
shovelled the snow aw ay on all 
sides and took our h ats off every 
I tim e the a risto rc ra ts arrived. They 
i didn't even look a t us. although 
I still smell the perfum e that cam e 
i to our noses. W e were about as 
j im portant to them or for th a t 
! m a tte r Vienna as the snow th a t 
kept com ing down all night, and 
I this hotel did not even have the 
decency to send out a cup of hot 
i coffee to us. 
“We w ere kept there m ost of 
the night, and each tim e the wind 
blew hard It covered the red c a r­ 
pet w ith snow. Then I’d tak e a 
j broom and bruah it off. glancing 
a t the sam e tim e into the bril- 
! liantly lit interior, which fascin at­ 
ed me. I heard the m usic and it 
I m ade me wish to cry. It m ade me 
I p retty angry, too, and feel the in* 
I justice of life. 
“I resolved that nigh! that 
some day I would come back to 
the Imperial Hotel 
and 
walk 
over the red carpet Into that 


g litterin g 
Interior 
w here 
the 
H apsburgs danced. I didn’t know 
how or when, but I have w aited 
fo r this day and tonight I am 
here. 
“I shall have this hotel listed as 
our p arty hotel and I shall conic 
here each tim e I am in Vienna. 
I shall have it renovated and m od­ 
ernized, but the nam e shall rem ain 
th e sam e. And a red carp et shall 
be on the sidew alk every tim e I 
come so th a t I can w alk over it 
into th o hotel the sam e as those 
aristoi ra ts did back in th e days 
when I shovelled snow.

Th e idea of t?ie new tool is not 
easy to ex plain in a popular way . 
In fact, I am not sure I understand 
it my self fro m just reading about 
it, bu t I am go ing to h av e a lo o k 
a t so me of IU operations nex t 
mo nth . 
It is a sort of tracer which iden­ 
tifies chemical elem ents with fa r 
mo re sensitiv ity than ordinary 
chemical analy sis. A chemical in 
th e body wh ich is not ordinarily 
radio activ e is made radioactiv e. 
In th is pro cess it does not ceaEe 
to act ju st as it ordinarily does. 
Iron, for instance, enters into 
blo o d cells, attracts ox y gen, etc. 
I he radioactiv ation does no h arm 


to th e body tissu es bu t makes th em 
lu mino u s, o r a t least lu mino u s in 
a 
radio activ e way so th a t th eir fu nc­ 
tio ns can be watch ed.

Th e new to o l again refu tes th e 
idea abo u t th e brain fo o d v alu e o f 
tro u t (I u nderstand t h a t o n a 
qu estio nnaire sev eral sch o o l teach ­ 
ers th o u gh t th a t was tru e ) by 
sh o wing th at th e ex ch ange o f 
ph o sph o ru s in th e brain is fa r less 
th an in th e mu scles and aw ay fa r 
less th an in th e bo nes, wh ich u se 
75 per cent o f th e bo dy ’s ph o s­ 
ph o ru s in th e fo rm o f calciu m 
ph o sph o ru s. 
So me trials h av e been m ade in 
th e u se o f radio -ph o sph o ru s in 
leu kemia, a fo rm o f blo o d 
disease.

about.

They spoke their minds plainly about 
two of tile President’s ace lieutenants — 
Price Administrator Leon Henderson and 
rn 
Dr. I. Lubin, head of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 
Neither official was criticized person­ 
ally. 
In fact, the laborites emphasized 
that they held Henderson and Lubin in 
high esteem as able and sincere executives. 
But no punches were pulled in assailing 
their policies. 
The laborites’ complaint against both 
revolved around the moot question of the 
cost of living. 
Henderson was criticized because of 
opposition to increased wages. 
Lubin was 
harpooned on the ground that cost of liv­ 
ing figures issued by his Bureau were too 
low. 
The President produced a letter from 
Leon Henderson voicing strong misgivings 
about the latest wage demands 
of 
CIO 
president Phil Murray’s steel workers. 
In effect, Henderson took the position 
that the increase was unwarranted. 
He 
said that there 
will 
be 
$85,000,000,000 
worth of consumer buying power this year, 
hut only $60,000,000,000 worth of con­ 
sumer goods. Henderson also argued that 
there are many categories of workers who 
cannot hope for an increase in p a y ; so 
that if one group of workers have more to 
spend they will he able to buy a larger 
share of available goods than the others. 
Leon also contended that raising work­ 
ers’ pay because an industry was making 
big w ar profits was not the sound solution 
of that problem. 
The way to deal w ith 
that, he told Roosevelt, is either to put a 
fixed ceiling on profits or to tax them to 
the bone.

Radioactive Elements a Help 
In Study of Body Chemistry 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
A DECADE or more ago Dr. 
Graham Lusk announced th at he 
would not try to prepare another 
edition of his textbook on n u tri­ 
tion and dietetics, because ho be­ 
lieved th a t investigation of the 
subject had gone about as far as 
it could along the lines of chem­ 
istry and th at it awaited the de­ 
velopment of something probably

in the field of physical chemistry. 
His prediction is coming near to 
fulfillment in the use of radioactive 
elements to study living processes. 
“ Probably the most useful tool 
for research since the discovery 
of the microscope" is the way this 
new method is described by Dr. 
Joseph G. Hamilton, of the U ni­ 
versity of California. If so it is 
epoch-making indeed, because the 
introduction of the microscope 
gave us the sciences of pathology 
—the science of disease—of bac­ 
teriology, the cause of infectious 
diseases, the fertilization of the 
soil, of embryology, the develop­ 
ment of living creatures from the 
time of fertilization, of heredity, 
of minute anatom y, a third of the 
science of diagnosis, and through 
the study of unicellular forms of 
life clinched the evidence for evo­ 
lution. 


Identifies Chemical Elements 
The idea of tSe new tool is not 
easy to explain in a popular way. 
In fact, I am not sure I understand 
it myself from ju st reading about 
it, but I am going to have a look 
a t some of its operation* next 
month. 
It is a sort of tracer which iden­ 
tifies chemical elements with fa r 
more sensitivity than ordinary 
chemical analysis. A chemical in 
the body which is not ordinarily 
radioactive is made radioactive. 
In this process it does not cease 
to act just as it ordinarily does. 
Iron, for instance, enters into 
blood cells, attracts oxygen, etc. 
The radioactivation doe* no harm 


to the body tissues but makes them 
luminous, or a t least luminous in a 
radioactive way so th a t their func- 
tions can be watched. 
* 


For instance, the element phos­ 
phorus which is present in all cells 
of the body has been so studied. 
The cells can be seen giving off and 
taking up the radioactive phos­ 
phorus. The old saying th at fish is 
J 
a brain food is based on the fact 
th at both the brain and fish con­ 
tain a somewhat large am ount of 
phosphorus. 
Refutes Idea 
The new tool again refutes the 
J 
idea about the brain food value of 
trout (I understand th a t on a 
questionnaire several school teach­ 
ers thought th at was true) by 
showing th at the exchange of 
phosphorus in the brain is far less 
a 
than in the muscles and away far 
less than in the bones, which use 
75 per cent of the body’s phos­ 
phorus in the form of calcium 
phosphorus. 
Some trials have been made in 
• 
the use of radio-phosphorus in 
^ 
leukemia, a form of blood discase. 
Fascinating is the thought th st 
insect metabolism can be studied 
this way. The beating of an in­

astonishing release of energy and
